Out Through Winter

, This Information, Se said, cou­ 
pled with Britain's recent refusal 
to pass food shipments through her 
blockade, virtually has decided the 
state department to defer any 
general action on tbs subject until 
the end of the winter. 
Exception May Bs Mads 
An exception may be made, in­ 
formed sources said, in behalf of 
Red Cross efforts to send supplies 
to Spain, where the food situation 
Is believed critical, and for ship­ 
ments of condensed milk and con­ 
centrated vitamin foods for infants 
and children In unoccupied France. 
“Since our moat authoritative re­ 
ports Indicate that the food situa­ 
tion in those countries which have 
bean overrun by German Invaders 
will not reach the critical stags for 
approximately six months.” one of­ 
ficial said, “it is felt that, unless 
the situation changes suddenly, we 
can study the problem another two 
or three months before making a 
final decision" 
By spring there may be devel­ 
opments in Europe, th* official 
added, which will change the whole 
picture and either obviate the nec­ 
essity of food ships or cause them 
to be rushed. Even in the latter 
event, it was said. the relief car­ 
goes would arrive In ample time 
to ward off extreme privation or 
actual starvation.

As Italian Forces Suffer Devastating Setback

NEW YORK, Dec. 13—The heavy defeat adm inistered to the Ital­ 
ians at Bidi B arrani by British and Allied forces, coupled with the 
* Fascist debacle in Greece, altered vastly the complexion of the Battle 
of the M editerranean and consequently of the war. 
We can say that the advantage in this all-important Mediterranean 
area has. for the moment at least, 
swung to the British. 
Moreover, w hether or not they 
are able to capitalize their victory 
a t Bidi Barrani and invade Italian 
Libya, the fact rem ains that a1- 
t ready they have struck a telling 
blow at the Fascist power of a t­ 
tack in Egypt and ail northern 
Africa. 
It ie important to keep in mind 
* ' that Mussolini's purpose in Invad­ 
ing Egypt was to drive through to 
the key position of the Sues canal, 
thereby sm ashing B ritain’s grip on 
Egypt. Success of this operation 
might have spelled the end for 
England. 
And defeat of the British is be­ 
coming increasingly necessary for 
another reason: The British block­ 
ade has cut communications be­ 
tween Italy and its forces in Af­ 
rica, thereby creating a serious 
J 
situation for the arm ies which have 
no way of replenishing supplies or 
getting reinforcem ents. 
Not only is Grazlanl's life-line 
severed, hut so are those of the 
forces in Italy ■ E ast African pos­ 
sessions. 
Mussolini looked to Grazianl to 
remove this menace. That hope 
vanished for the time being with 
the defeat at Sidi Barrani and the 
Fascist African arm ies face a pre­ 
carious existence. 
., 
Already the moral effect of the 
victory is apparent in many coun­ 
tries. The people of Britain have 
been cheered tremendously. Quite 
the reverse is true in Italy where 
* 
the facts of the recent Italian re­ 
verses in Greece and Africa are be- 
I ginning to become known. 
Rome newspapers are warning 
th e public against “false news of 
imaginary catastrophes" for Italian 
arm s. 
Of equally grave concern to Italy 
- and Germany m ust be the ques­ 
tion of w hether the morale of the 
Fascist troops in Africa will stand 
this smashing defeat on top of the 
severance of the vital communica­ 
tions with Rome.

N 1933 It was commonly believ­ 
ed the cause of Inflation was 
the amount of money In circula­ 
tion. It was explained solemnly 
that was why Germany had in­ 
flation In 1923; 
it had resorted 
to printing press money to meet 
expenses, thereby putting so much 
cheap money into circulation that 
the public lost confidence In it 
and rushed to buy goods. 
That made price* soar, which In 
turn made the money worth less 
and less until finally it was worth 
nothing. 
New Dealers decided the cause 
of low prices In the United State* 
was lack of money In circulation. 
The Roosevelt adm inistration 
in 
1933 and 1934 aimed at a little 
controlled Inflation. 
Because most payments In the 
United States are by check, rather 
than 
currency, 
the 
government 
aimed to swell 
the 
amount 
of 
bank credit as well as to Increase 
the amount of money In circula­ 
tion. The experiment failed. 
When more currency 
was 
put 
out. the public shoved It back Into 
the banks, and moat of the new 
bank credit went begging for bor­ 


rower*. Prices rose, but only mod­ 
erately. 
It was realized then that the

nomic upset. Its production ma­ 
chine was wrecked. Goods were 
scarce. 
When the people tried to buy

article.

HE United States has Immense 
productive capacity. Under the 
demand of It* 
national defense 
project shortages may develop in 
certain lines, such as steel or m a­ 
chine tools, but the country seems 
able to produce more of most com­ 
modities than the population can 
abaoi b. 
Take agriculture. Farm ers ar* 
being paid by the government to 
conserve the 
soil 
by producing 
lea*. If this lim itation were ended, 
most crop outputs would increase 
sharply. Also, in most of the non­ 
perishable crops, a t least, huge 
surpluses have been stored up. 
Also, a considerable number of 
farms have been abandoned be­ 
cause they have become unprofit­ 
able. Tbey could be reworked if 
needed. Irrigation might open up 
still more farming land. 
Take gasoline. Production, now 
limited by various means, would 
be expanded greatly lf the pro­ 
duction controls were to b* lifted.

wells now idle because unprofit­ 
able would undoubtedly be able to 
go again into profitable produc­ 
tion. 
Take the all-important question 
of the labor supply. Even an en­ 
ormous productive capacity can’t 
be fully used if workers aren ’t 
available. Even now when most in­ 
dustrial plants are hitting on all 
cylinders, 
several 
million 
able­ 
bodied 
worker* 
are still 
unem­ 
ployed. 
P 
RESENT unemployment will be 
reduced still further when the 
ranks of the new draft arm y are 
fully rounded out. But the law re­ 
stricts the num ber of draftees un­ 
der arm s at any one time to 900,- 
OOO in time of peace. Furtherm ore, 
if actually necessary, present re­ 
strictions on working hours could 
be relaxed. 
This la predominantly a middle­ 
class country with a large group 
of women a t leisure, but able to 
work. I t the pinch of production 
really came. these could release a 
certain num ber of men from less 
essential to more essential teaks. 
Also, several million o f'farm w ork­ 
ers from Mexico could probably 
be Imported to release American 
farm workers for other tasks. 
This labor, of course, would bo 
less efficient, on the whole, than 
the labor force now being utilized. 
Such a decrease in labor produc­ 
tivity might cause goods to cost 
more. But a rise In price by some­ 
thing like 25 or even 50 percent 
isn’t what is usually meant by In­ 
flation, which visualizes accelerat­ 
ing price jum ps by several hund­ 
reds of percentage points.

TAFT ASKS JUMP 
IN INCOME TAXES 


Urges Boost From 4 To 10 


Percent To Aid Defense 


Br Th* Associated Pre**. 
WASHLNGTON, Dec. 13 — Sen. 
Taft (R) of Ohio suggested today 
that the first step in heavier taxes 
for defense should be to Increase 
the normal levy on personal in­ 
comes from 4 percent to IO per­ 
cent. 
Taft declared th at personal in­ 
comes are “the m ost promising 
source of revenue” and added that 
a federal sales tax should 
not 
be imposed until Increased taxes 
on individuals has been tried. 
He said th at “we only would be 
fooling ourselves” lf an effort were 
made to Increase taxes on corpor­ 
ations. 
"Taxes 
on 
business 
are 
passed on to the people,” he con­ 
tinued. "but they tend to discour­ 
age business activity.” 
Pointing out that the people of 
Great Britain 
have managed 
to 
pay increasingly heavy income tax 
rates, Taft told reporters that a 
man making 15,000 in this country, 
with average exemptions, now pays 
only 3120 tax. He added that If the 
normal 
tax 
rate 
was 
increased 
from 4 to IO percent, such a man 
would pay 1300. 
“The people might as well recog­ 
nize that they are going to have 
to pay at least IO percent on their 
incomes.” Taft asserted. 
He added that present excise. 
or “nuisance" tax*** should be re­ 
tained for the tim e being. 
Taft said, too. that future fed­ 
eral bond Issues should be made 
subject to taxation, along with the 
obligations of state governments. 
Only “wealthy people" now bene­ 
fit from the exemptions on govern­ 
ment bonds, he contended.

On Merit Rating 


Employers’ assessments In the 
Ohio unemployment compensation 
fund, beginning Jan. I, 1942, will 
be determined by a merit rating 
system, Warren A. Mathews, man­ 
ager of the East Liverpool office, 
announced today.

Production Levels Off At 1000 A Month 
And Aircraft Factories Start To 
Drop Men From Payrolls

WASHINGTON, Dec. IS—Airplane production is “frozen’’ at the 
1,900-planes-per-month level and cannot be Increased until a series of 
supply bottlenecks have been eliminated, aviation experts assert here. 
The serious nature of the bottlenecks was indicated by the revela* 
tion that the Republic Aircraft Corp. of Farmingdale. N. Y., had been 
forced to lay off 50 workmen be-4r- 
----------------------------------------- 
cause of a shortage of materials 
and soon would lay off more. The 
corporation has 80 million dollars’ 
worth of orders for military air­ 
craft. 
Lack of parts supplied by sub­ 
contractors Is the most critical 
problem, it was said. That is a re­ 
sult, to some degree, the experts 
said, of improper co-ordination by 
the government in placing defense 
contracts. There is considerable 
unused 
productive capacity that 
could be put to work now, they 
said.

planes, or 1,000 per month. War 
department officials estimated ear­

But that higher goal will be de­ 
layed. informed aviation sources 
said, because steps were not taken 
six months to a year ago to elimi­ 
nate bottlenecks that are keeping 
engines, machine tools and such 
equipment 
as 
ignition 
systems 
from reaching the pace set by air­ 
craft production. 
Illustrating the difficulties in ob­ 
taining supplies, the experts cited 
the case of a manufacturer who 
produces more than 90 percent of 
the magnetos used in American 
aircraft. That concern was asked 
by the government to quadruple 
its production.*The company turn­ 
ed to the rtanufacturer which sup­ 
plied it with magnets and asked 
it to expand its production. The 
latter, in turn, made a similar re­ 
quest to the firm which supplied 
the magnet steel. The steel-maker, 
so their story goes, advised that 
it could make no more magnetic 
steel because the government had 
contracted facilities to make arm­ 
or plate. 
Numerous Design Changa* 
Still another factor which bas 
militated 
against 
increased 
air­ 
craft output, the experts said, is 
the tendency of th# military serv­ 
ices to order numerous changes 
after production on a plane has 
started. 
One large Pacific coast com­ 
pany, they said, received three 
major change orders for the army 
within a year that required re­ 
designing and changes in assembly 
and tooling. First the army asked 
for the installation of armor plat­ 
ing, then for self-sealing gas tanks 
and finally a rearrangement of 
fire-power. 
Recently the army and 
navy 
have been induced to “freeze*’ de­ 
signs, they said, and the industry 
is looking forward to marked in 
creases 
in 
production 
by 
next 
March. 
The best available sources in 
the industry claim that aircraft 
factories will produce less than 500 
combat planes this month. They 


expect training plane output to be 
slightly higher. 
It was estimated that approxi­ 
mately 220 pursuit ships will come 
off production lines this month, 
Bell Aircraft Corp., Buffalo. N. Y., 
was understood to be turning out 
the Airacobra, a cannon-firing pur­ 
suit ship, the- rate of three, a day. 
The Curtis. P-40 pursuit ship is 
beng produced at the rate of about 
40 a week. Production has not 
started on the Lockheed P-38, a 
twin-engned craft, wihch is still 
undergoing tests. 
Less than 200 light and medium 
bombers and no more than 18 
heavy four-engined bombers were 
expected to be produced in De­ 
cember. Boeing Aircraft Corp. is 
turning out one “Flying Fortress’’ 
bomber every two days. Consoli­ 
dated B-24’s, similar to the Fort­ 
ress bombers, will number only 
three this month. 
Engine production last month 
was 1,400 radial motors and 300 in­ 
line engines of 1,000 horsepower or 
more. A large porportion of the in­ 
line engines were said to have 
been rejected. This output, ♦he 
experts said, will not be sufficient 
to power all the aircraft produced 
this month.

Lisbon, Portugal, Jammed With Refugees; 
British ‘Salesmen’, German ‘Tourists’ Mix

EDITOR’S N O TE :— Lisbon, Portugal, has become one of the 
most unusual cities in the world, for thers British, German and 
Italian commercial seaplanes land exchange passengers and main­ 
tain services that Ignore the war. 
It alee has become a "city of 
refugees” where thousands anxiously awalt passage to the new 
worfd. 
In this story, the flret of a series, Henry P. McNulty 
United Press staff correspondent, presents an Intimate and graphic 
picture of the Lisbon he found upon his arrival there en route from 
New York to Zurich.

British 
flying boats ferry passengers and mail from Lisbon to Lindon and back 
twice a week, while the Italian Ala«F ■"

Littoria does a rush business with 
Rome four days a week by air. 
The matter of flying boats was

way left to Europe 
also is the 
shipping point for a considerable 
German business with South Amer­ 
ica. I met a French movie actor, 
bound for the Argentine, whose 
boat had been held up two weeks 
waiting for a shipment of German 
steel to arrive through occupied 
France. 
Portugal Is doing all it can in a 
ticklish position to maintain fair 
play. The Germans have a maga­ 
zine, printed in at least three lan­ 
guages. which is sold arm in arm, 
so to speak, with an English mag­ 
azine of the same caliber. 
Both 
are full of the exploits of their 
respective armies, both try to give 
the impression of being merely en. 
tertaining literature. 
You Bargain For 'Em 
These magazines are distributed 
to dealers free, or for a nominal 
charge, and the dealer, being im­ 
partial, sails them both for what 
he can get. 
AH news must be sent to the 
censor 
before 
it 
is 
published. 
Newspapers must match news con­ 
cerning one belligerent with sim­ 
ilar amounts of news from the 
other belligerents. 
There is a shortage of news­ 
print, and each newspaper is lim­ 
ited ss to the number of pages it 
is allowed to print daily. 
This 
combined with censorship, makes 
publishing somewhat difficult. The 
price at which papers can be sold 
to the public is fixed by law so 
that though publishers’ costs have 
risen, they cannot pass part of 
them on to their readers. 
Atmosphere Of Uncertainty 
Outwardly Lisbon is a beautiful, 
prosperous, happy city, but behind 
its pastel-shaded walla and in the 
cafes which line its mosaic-inlaid 
sidewalks there is a distinct at­ 
mosphere of uncertainty. 
I learned a new meaning of the 
word "refugee” in Lisbon. People 
who C8n afford in times like these 
to make a trip first to Lisbon and 
then to the Americas are not poor. 
They have plenty of money, and 
usually have Jobs waiting for them 
on the other side. 
They sit in 
Lisbon’s many cafes drinking the 
best wine, eating the best food. 
and w ait 
I saw one “refugee” who would 
have put Diamond Jim Brady in 
eclipse. 
His fingers were covered 


with diamond rings the size of a 
dime, and his stick pin alone could 
have bought him a trip across the 
Atlantic. 
The population of Lisbon has in­ 
creased 
tremendously since 
the 
start of the war. 
The hotels are 
full. Rnd most of the “pensions” 
harbor refugees who are waiting 
their turn to board a ship for the 
western hemisphere and safety. 
Agents Of Both Sides There 
The hundreds of refugees in Lis­ 
bon are. only part of the reason 
for the crowded condition of its 
housing facilities. 
Persons in a 
position to know say that they 
have seen both German "tourists” 
and British “wine merchants” in 
Portugal In Increasing numbers re­ 
cently. 
Only a few hundred miles from 
Lisbon and Porto Germans, Ital. 
ians and British are killing each 
other. 
In Portugal, they sit side 
by side in the cafes, travel on the 
same 
trains—tourists and 
wine 
salesmen—apparently no more an­ 
tagonistic than a pair of rival 
American football teams. 
Portugal is a paradise for these 
people and for the refugees. Noth­ 
ing vitally affecting man’s com­ 
fort is rationed. 
Lisbon has lit­ 
erally thousands of taxis and cars 
whipping crazily through its nar­ 
row streets 2* hours a day and, 
though gasoline is expensive there 
is plenty of IL 
Food is plentiful
